Predicting an upswing in student 
interest, the commissioners 
unanimously decided to hold hour- 
long weekly meetings in the board 
governing room, which will be open 
to all interested parties Wednesdays 
at9 a.m. 


Terming the Panther Sentinel as

Martinez said, ‘There is an urgent

The ASHC discussed plans to 
refurbish the student lounge. 
Changes would include new paint and 
furniture, a copying machine, and 
the rental of the lounge pantry to 
clubs sponsoring food sales. ‘The 
club sales will not be competitive 
with the cafeteria, ‘’ Martinez 
said.
